The Fundamental Things

What is success? 


Success is tied to a goal. A goal is a specific segment one imagines will fulfill his 
desire. A desire is a much bigger, broader, sometimes hidden objective.

Fame and fortune are, in 
society, a measure of success, a symbol of a desire.fulfilled. 


History tells us that empires rise and fall. It is inevitable. 


Alexander the Great became King at 20 years old, conquered half the world and 
died of an illness on his way back to Rome, at age 33. This was 2500 years ago. 


In his poem Ozymandias, Percy Bysshe Shelley tells of the fate of empires and the 
mythical King, the great King of Kings, Ozymandias. All that was left of his 
empire was a pedestal.

Of that colossal wreck, boundless and bare, 

The lone and level sands stretch far away.
